ATHENS (UPI) — Greece's 
military rulers today halted 
their bid to get exiled King 
Constantine to return, and 
tried to find an acceptable 
regent to handle the young 
monarch's duties. 

Deputy Premier Brig. Gen. 
Stylianos Pattakos virtually 
ruled out an early return for 
Constantine by iterating that 
the ruling military junta alone 
would decide when the king 
can come back. 

Constantine, 27, fled to 
Rome last week after failing 
in an attempt to overthrow 
the military junta and restore 
democracy in Greece. The

Potamianos, an old friend of 
the Greek royal family, re- 
turned to Athens from Rome 
teday after meeting twice 
with Constantine at the em- 

Informed sources said the 
junta was primarily interested 
in finding a regent suitable to 
both sides to occupy the 
throne in the king’s absence. 


Paris Veto 
Of UK. 
Supported 


BRUSSELS (UPI) — The six 
European Common Market for- 
eign ministers were reported 
winding up their talks today 
with a .statement confirming 
France's veto of Britain for the 
time being but not ruling out ne- 
gotiations with Britain at a later 
date. 

The draft statement was sub- 
mitted by Karl Schiller, West 
German economics minister and 
chairman of the conference. Its 
Purpose appeared to be to head 
off the risk of an open split and 
a possible major crisis in the 
six-nation community. 

The statement noted that 
France's five partners ‘‘consider 
it mecessary to begin negotia- 
tions immediately to enable 
them to_run parallel with Brit- 
ain’s economic, recovery.” 

But it noted that “‘one mam- 
ber state” (France) considers 
British economic recovery 
‘must. first have progressed to 
a certain degree before negotia- 
tions, which are not excluded at 
a kater date.” 

As today’s meeting opened 
France renewed her opposition 
to early talks on Britain’s entry 
bid despite urgent appeals by 
her five partners to relent.

When Dr. Lotta Hitschman- 
ova, executive director of the 
Unitarian Service Committee, 
saw him during her visit to 
the Salvation Army. Dis- 
pensary, Calcutta, she was 
told he received Canadian 
milk and vitamins daily. 

“According to the health 
inspector there was much im- 
provement, but when I 
touched the child's arm, it felt 
like jelly — there were no 
muscles at ailll,”. says Dr. 


Hitschmanova. 

Another child” is Kaiser 
Regum, a four-year-old little 
girl. She weighs 19 pounds but 
cannot walk from rickets. She 
has been receiving calcium 


months. 

Apsaralli, a 10-month-old 
boy, weighed three pounds 
when he first came to the 
clinic.

He makes 1,000 a 
day and gets paid about 21 
cents per day. 

These are just a few cases 
helped by USC milk, barley, 
medical supplies and -clothing.

Institute of neutral Sweden.

Best bet for booming business in 1968 is the oil 
and-natural gas industry, thanks in large measure 
to the Arab-Israeli conflict early this summer. 

Record earnings are predicted by the Babson Investment 

Letter for Canada's petroleum refining industry, ‘and while 
favorable rates of growth are indicated for the producing and 
pipeline industries, the volume of business there depends on 
export sales. 
In concurrence with the Babson view, the president of 
British American Oil Co. Lid., Charles Hay, predicts a 10-15 
® per cent growth in petroleum industry 
capital investment. 

B-A will show even greater increase, 
due to construction of a major plant by 
subsidiary Shawinigan Chemicals. \ 

Mr. Hay said this year’s 10 per cent 
gain in petroleum production could be 
attributed to ‘‘dramatically higher exports” 
resulting from the Middle East situation. 

But he warned that the natural gas 
export business may become increasingly 
regulated because of closer scrutiny by U.S. 


agencies. 

By comparison with industry generally,. the petroleum 
industry looks especially attractive as a growth force next 
year, While Canadian business is expected to expand in 1968, 
the amount is expected to fall short of this year’s gain. 

Mr, Hay feels there ts enough momentum in the economy 
to avoid a recession in the year after the Canadian birthday 
boom. 

The petroleum industry, at least, will continue active 
Western Canada exploration programs, extending pipelines 
and adding to refinery and secofidary manufacturing : 

From an investment point of view, as Babson’s indicate, 
the rate of refinery expansion coupled with interest charges 
necessary for capital plant construction, could mean_—a 
moderation of earnings per share and hold down dividend 
increases in that segment of the industry.

ATHENS (UPL)—Greece’s 
military rulers today halted 
their bid to get exiled King 
Constantine to return, and 
tried to dind an acceptable 
regent to handle the young 
monarch’s duties.

Paris Veto

BRUSSELS (UPI) — The six 
European Common Market for- 
eign ministers were reported 
winding up their -talks.. today 
with a statement confirming 
Fran¢e’s veto of Britain for the 
time being but not ruling out me- 
gotiations with Britain at a later 
date, 

The draft statement was sub- 

mitted by Karl Schiller, West 
German economics minister and 
chairman of the conference. Its 
purpose appeared to be to head 
off the risk of an open split and 
a possible major crisis in the 
six-nation community. 
The. statement noted that 
France's five partners: ‘‘consider 
it mecessary to begin negotia- 
tions immediately to enable 
them to run parallel with Brit- 
ain’s economic recovery.” 

But it noted that “one mem- 
ber state’ (France) considers 
British economic recovery 
“‘must first have progressed to 
a certain degree before negotia- 
tions, which are not excluded at 
a later date.” 

As today’s meeting opened 
France renewed her opposition 
to early talks on Britain’s entry 
bid despite urgent appeals by 
her five partners to relent.

French Foreign Minister 
Maurice Couve de Murville told 
a showdown session of Common 
Market foreign ministers that 
entry now of an economically 
jshaky Britain would seriously 
endanger the prosperous six- 
nation community.
